William Treble, former teller of the City Bank, of 


-Lorain, has been paroled, according to information re- 
ceived in this city today. 


The State Board of Clemency met in Columbus yes- 


terday, where Treble has been confined and acted on his 
application for a parole. 
•%l.-It Wili be rememDei>ed that when fear of exposure 
.of his transaction at the bank came, Treble disappeared, 
and was finally arrested at LosAngeles, Cal. He was 
brought back here on an indictment, and at first plead 
not guilty^and was released on bail. On October 30, 
1919, he came into court, plead guilty, and was sen- 
tenced to an indeterminate term in the penitentiary. 
He at once started in to serve his time, and when the trial 
ot Walter Davies, for the same transactions took place 
Treble was the star witness for the state, testifying that 
Da-aes and himself were in partnership. Davies de- 
nied this charge, but was convicted by a jury. This 
case was reversed by the supreme court, and is to be 
tried again this term of court. 


Treble made many friends by his attitude in the 


case, and was treated as a trusty at thfi penitentiary. He 
will return to his home in Lorain, at once. 


There was a happy reunion at the Treble home this 


morning at 1823 Thirty-second street when Treble en- 
tered sis home and grasped his wife and little daughter 
in *is arms. Tears rolled down the cheeks of both 
"2»bie and his wife, as they were reunited in their little 
->»ae again today. 


In an interview to the Chronicle-Telegram 
this 


morning Mr. Treble said: "I can only say that I am the 
happiest man in the world today to be able to be back 
with my little family forgood."
